He answered the questijns 
of Sir Bdward Clarke in subdued tones, 
During the examination of the prisoner 
by his counsel it was apparent that there 
was a remarkable change in the character 
of those attending the trial. It was evi- 
dent that many of Wilde’s friends were 
present in court, and the general atmos- 
phere of the place was less hostile to the 
prisoner than upon previous occasions. 
Sir Edward Clarke, who will be remem- 
bered as having withdrawn from the 
Queensberry case, where he acted as coun- 
sel for Wilde in the prosecution of the Mar- 
quis on the charge of libel, wh:ch charge 
fell to the ground, made a masterly speech 
to-day. Im it he claimed that. Wilde was a 
martyr, and had accepted a verdict of not 
guilty in the Queensberry case, only be- 
cause it was evident that it could not be 
properly tried then. But it could now be 
determined on a proper issue, according to 


counsel. 

When Wilde was placed in the dock it 
was evident that he had been well coached 
for the occasion. He seemed to have lost 
all the swagger which so disgusted all who 
witnessed it during the former trial.

Six months in the Workhouse and a fine 
of $500 is the penalty Henry W. Chandler 
will pay for ruining the domestic happiness 
of James F. Coyle. . 

Judge Murphy of the Court of Criminal 
Correction réndered his decision in the fa- 
mous case at 11 o’clock Tuesday morning. 
The sentence carries with it all the accesso- 
ries of hard labor on the rock pile; the 
rough, unpleasant prison garb and the hard 

read and molasses diet with which inmates 
of Lohrum’s reform institution are enter- 
tained. 

The decision means that there is a law 
founded on public policy that punishes pri- 


vate immorality and a Judge on the bench

The statute against lewd conduct had 
fallen into desuetude until Chandler’s fla- 
grant violation of friendship and the marital 
relation brought about its revival.

Chandler was not In the Court of Criminal 
Correction when Judge’ Murphy ascended 
the bench. He was down in .the office of 
Charles M. Napton, his lawyer. He was so 
confident of acquittal that he deemed it un- 
necessary to come up to the Four Courts. 
Lawyer Napton was in court, however, and 
so was Judge Thomas B. Harvey, who pros- 
ecuted Chandler last Thursday, and Mr. 
Ford Smith, attorney for J. F. Coyle in the 
divorce preceedings. Mr. Coyle was also in 
court. 

Judge Murphy announced at about 10:15 


c’clock that he was ready to der a deci- 
sion in the now famous case ainst Chand- 
ler for immoral conduct. efore proceed- 
ing, howeyer, he glanc over the court- 
room and.

Chandler came and seated himself with

Judge Murphy cleared his throat and 
then announced his decision with great 
deliberation. : 

“The question in my mind,” said Judge 
Murphy, “has been whether there is any 
ground for a reasonable doubt as to the de- 
fendant’s guilt. Sitting as a jury I must 
find the defendant guilty to a moral certain- 
ty, or else innocent.. I must find him guilty 
to a moral certainty of abiding with Mrs. 
Coyle for immoral purposes. he meaning 
of a moral certainty is ‘according to all hu- 
man experience.’ ith that interpretation 
in mind I have come to the conclusion that 
the defendant is guilty as charged. I assess 
his punishment at six months in the Work 
House and fine.”’

State policy. It will benefit the voters in 
the country districts but little to know that 
however honest they may be in the vote cast 
its effect is easily nullified by the frauds 
practiced in the larger cities. 

“This bill has been drawn by the Com- 
mittee of 100, the names of Which appear on 
the back of this sheet, so that the character 
‘of men urging its passage may be seen.

Bee or write to the Senator or member from 
‘your district of whatever party and use your 
influence to secure the passage of the St.

Roy, like his father, is a 
Democrat. Roy draws $3.50-a day from the 
Filley House.

PASS THE ANTI-LOBBY BILL. 


The bill introduced in the Missourl 
House by Representative Davidson of 
Marion to prohibit lobbying is based upon 
the law of Virginia on this subject, but 
is much clearer in its definitions and 
more drastic in its penalties. It is a 
carefully considered measure, well-cal- 
culated to meet the emergency now con- 
fronting the people of this State. And 
yet it is fair and just. The right of pe- 
tition is not abridged. The opportunity 
for presenting facts and arguments in 
writing is not denied to persons or cor- 
porations, under proper conditions, and 
no personal rights whatever are in- 
fringed. 

Every member of the Missouri Legisla- 
ture—Democrat, Republican and Popu- 
list—who honestly desires that the lobby 
be controlled in its nefarious business 
can vote for this bill. This was one of the 
purposes of the extra session and since 
the House has formally resented every in- 
sinuation that it is friendly to the lobby, 
it now has an opportunity to record, 
with equal formality, its honest senti- 
ments on an anti-lobby law. 

The Davidson bill should be pressed to 
enactment as rapidly as due considera-

TURNING TO VEST. 


Missouri Free-Silver Democrats Said 
to Be Deluging Him With Leters.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 29.—Senator 
Vest’s mail has suddenly assumed startling 
proportions. There has been nothing like it 
since the month following the Cleveland in- 
auguration, when every other Democrat in 
Missouri was wild to get an office.

They declare that it is in the control of Da- 
vid R. Francis and gold-bug Democrats. 
They tell the Senator that it is useless to 
wait for the committee to take action, and 
they urge that he name the date for a con- 
vention. The unanimity and the importun- 
ity with which the free-silver Democrats of 
the State are turning to him gratifies the 
Senator, of course. With.the help of his 
stenographer he is turning out answers to 
the hundreds of letters that he has received 
since the Illinois movement started. He Is 
heartily in favor of Missouri Democrats 
taking action and declaring for 16 to 1. 

It was stated to-day by a prominent Mis- 
souri office-holder in Washington that the 
steps are already being taken for a confer- 
ence of party leaders, which shall issue a 
call for a delegate convention. The Illinois 
convention is set for the first week in June. 
The date the Missourians have in view is 
the Fourth of July, and the place Sedalia. 
The State Central Committee will be 
ignored unless it recognizes the inevitable, 
comes together and joins the movement, 
That Senator Vest will attend the conven- 
tion there is little doubt, although he has 
not said he will.

SILVER ISSUE IN TEXAS. 
Proclamation Issued by the Friends 
of Free Coinage. 

AUSTIN, Tex., April 30.—The friends of 
silver in the ranks of the Texas Democracy 
to-day issued a proclamation indorsing free 
coinage of the white metal at l1étol Rea- 
gan is the recognized leader of this wing of 
the party and is the author of the procla- 
mation. It discusses the money question 
very fully and states that the Democracy 


of Texas is in favor of the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 tol 
and the restoration of the silver dollar to the 
position it eccupied for nearly 100 years in 
this Government as the monetary unit, and 
recommends that this be done by the United 
States without reference to any concurrent 
action by any other Government. 
That in order to give effect to these 
views, they recommend to the Democrats 
of Texas, who believe accordingly, to hold 
precinct meetings on Saturday, July 20, 1895, 
and send representatives to gy mass 
meetings to be held on Thursday, July 23,

LEATHER TRUST’S WORE 


Has Advanced Cost of Shoes Twenty- 
Five Per Cent. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 30.—Retail shoe deal- 
ers have been notified by jobbers and man- 
ufacturers that prices for fall goods will 
be about 25 per cent higher than for the lest 
two years. This means that a $3 shoe will 
cost $3.75 and a $4, $5. 

The Leather Trust, which controls the 
market in hides, is responsible for this ad- 


vance. The trust has decided to raise prices 
for sole leather, and every man, woman and 
child who buys a pair of shoes will be forced 
to contribute to the trust’s profits. 
The excuse. is the advance in hides. It is 
true that some kinds of hides have advanced 
100 per cent in nine months, but for every 
cent of advance in hides, leather has gone 
up two cents. 
he trust practically controls the two 
test hide centers of South America— 
uenos aaeee and Montevideo—and nearly 
every week it receives large shipments from 
these points, brought ~ 4 its account. Many 
of the outside tanners have been compelled 
to close down their factories and others to 
curtail production because they are unable 
to obtain enough hides. 
The Sole Leather Trust, otherwise the 


\ United States Leather Company, began bus- 


iness in May, 1892, with $120,000,000. About 
80 per cent of the tanneries in the country 
are in the trust now, and with them are 
about the same proportion of leather brokers 
and jobbers. The shoe men are absolutely 
dependent on the monopoly for their’ basis 
of supply.

SMOKE ABATEMENT. 


Annual Meeting of ” the Association for 
the Election of Officers. 


The Citizens’ Smoke Abatement Associa- 


tion held its annual meeting at the Mercan- 
tile Club Tuesday afternoon. The import- 
ant events in the order of business were the 
report of the Executive Committee and the 
election of officers. 

The report detailed 109 convictions in the 
police courts and five in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction for violation of the smoke 
ordinance during the year ending April 1. 
The warnings issued numbered 3,025 and 
special letters 1,000. Warnings and letters 
have always been sent to offenders, and 
sometimes have obviated the necessity for 
prosecution. The report also stated that 
a census of boiler plants was made during 
the year, and it showed that few boilers 
were without abatement attachments, but 
many engineers and firemen neglected to 
use them. 

The report stated that tighter lines should 
be drawn by the city authorities in the en- 
forcement of the abatement law. Although 
it absolutely forbids pas smoke, the Pres- 
ident of the Board of Public Improvements, 
who is the prosecutor under the law, re- 
fuses to sign informations unless the of- 
fensive smoke issued for thirty minutes in 

a 100 minute test. The Executive Commit- 
fos thought that the period: should be re- 
duced to fifteen minutes. The expenses for 
the year exceeded the sgrcong for there 
was a balance of $3,000 at the beginning of 
1894, and there is,only $1,500 on hand now.
